The real give away about its ap- 
proach to standards is contained in its 
assertion that “bad language too has 
become a more acceptable part of 
modern life” - but if it is acceptable 
then why does the B.S.C. still refer 
to it as “bad” language. 

In a rather pathetic attempt to indi- 
cate some support for maintaining 
standards the new B.S.C. code claims 
that it is “reiterating the need to en- 
sure that material before the 9.00pm 
watershed reflects the likelihood that 
children will be watching”. Yet every 
survey has shown that even young 
children occasionally or frequently 
watch television after 9.00pm - and 
they ignore the fact that this water- 
shed does ‘not apply to radio with its 
recent upsurge in swearing, particu- 
larly on Radio 4 dramas.

Rail Complaints 
Nearly Double 


Complaints against the privatised rail com- 
panies have nearly doubled according to 
the latest report. The number of complaints 
referred to the statutory rail user commit- 
tees rose by 94% in the first three months 
of this year compared with the same pe- 
riod last year. 

This now means that more complaints 
are being recorded each quarter than were 
being filed in a complete year just a dec- 
ade ago. One major source of complaints 
is the inter-city services run by three com- 
panies: Great Western’s punctuality record 
being worse than that of its British Rail 
predecessor - however they still felt it right 
to give directors windfalls of £23 million.

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Computers: How Bri 
World And Lost ' 


THIS SUMMER sees the celebrations of the fiftieth anniversary of the computer. 
Celebrations held in Britain, where the computer was invented, attended by the 
survivors among the British scientists who invented it. But no major British compu- 
ter firms were celebrating, because there aren't any. The computer may he a Brit- 
ish invention, but today it is Americans, and to a lesser extent Japanese and Ger- 
mans, who enjoy the profits from it. 


Yet in 1948 this would have seemed incredible. The world centre of the dawning computer 
technology was the Electrical Engineering department of Manchester University. Drawing on 
British know-how acquired in building the Colossus code-breaking machine at Bletchley Park 
during the Second World War, Professor Freddie, later Sir Freddie, Williams and his team got the 
world’s first computer program to run on the Small-Scale Experimental Machine, known to its 
inventors as “Baby”, on 21st June 1948. This followed from the invention at Manchester of the 
Williams Tube, the world’s first means of storing electronically the binary digits computers still 
operate with today, in November 1946. 


This meant that the British team 
could build a true computer, capable 
of manipulating data according to 
whatever instructions the program 
that was fed into it on each run. This 
put Britain far ahead of the Ameri- 
cans, who had only managed to come 
up with the University of Pennsyl- 
vania’s ENIAC, essentially just a big 
electronic adding machine which had 
to be taken to bits and rebuilt for each 
new calculation. In today’s terms, the 
American machine only consisted of 
hardware. Britain invented a ma- 
chine capable of running software. 

The British scientists and technolo- 
gists went on to build on their tri- 
umph. They developed the first data 
store, a hard disc drive built out of a 
dustbin by the motorbike electroplat- 
ing shop across the road from Pro- 
fessor Williams’ office. This led in 
1949 to the Manchester Mark 1, it- 
self a prototype for the 1952 Ferranti 
mark 1, the world’s first production 
general purpose computer. Soon af- 
terwards Britain created commercial 
computing, with the LEO (Lyons 
Electronic Office). Whilst in 1952 
British radar expert Geoffrey 
Dummer invented the principle of 
the microchip that is at the heart of 
the modern computer. 

But within ten years the British 
computer industry had been over- 
taken by America’s IBM and was on 
its way to eventual extinction. The 


last significant British computer 
maker, ICL, was gobbled up by Ja- 
pan’s Fujitsu in the 1980’s. This was 
despite the fact that British ideas con- 
tinued to blaze the technological trail. 
In the late 1970’s Sir Clive Sinclair 
invented the Personal Computer or 
PC, but the British ZX/80 was 
crushed by the US IBM PC. Ten years 
later the British transputer, the “com- 
puter on a chip”, could have taken 
the world by storm. But it foundered 
for lack of development funding. 
Briton Tom Berners-Lee invented the 
World-Wide Web, the core of the 
Internet, in the early 1990’s. But to- 
day the Net is dominated by Ameri- 
ca’s Microsoft - and largely stuffed

In electronic computing, the big- 
gest new industry to arise in the last 
half-century, British brainpower pro- 
vided the ideas, foreign industry 
reaped the profits. And that’s not only 
true of computing. The Japanese 
Ministry of Trade has recently 
worked out that of all the commer- 
cially viable inventions in the world 
since the second World War, 50% 
have been British. The next most in- 
novative country, the U.S.A., with 
five times Britain’s population and 
vastly more wealth and resources, 
was only responsible for half the 
number of inventions - just 25% of 
the total. The Japanese, who have the

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Thanks to the fiasco of the introduction 
of self-assessment a total of over three 
quarters of a million people have been 
fined £100 for late returns and 400,000 
of these are about to be fined again. The 
Government made this change even more 
difficult for self employed people by 
changing the time periods for taxation at 
the same time - some people had to pay 
two years tax at one time. 

Yet the Inland Revenue is immune when 
it fails to carry out its duty. In one recent 
case a West London woman arrived home 
to find a tax collector barring her front 
door and demanding £14,000. But her 
accountant had told the I.R. that it owed 
her £1,600 - this letter was ignored. 
Phones calls were unanswered, letters un- 
acknowledged and staff were often un- 
trained. The woman has now received an 
apology - but, of course, no one is going 
to be fined for their failures.

Judge Boal said: “He has an understanding of the sort of dam- 
age he inflicts but this does not override his sexual drive or 
self-interest’’. In court it was revealed that Nicholson has previ- 
ously admitted to SIX cases of abusing boys and had been jailed 
THREE times - yet on each occasion he had been released back 
into the community to offend again. 

Even more incredible is the case of Graham Richard Smith, 
he was found guilty in early July of SEVEN counts of indecent 
assault, ONE attempted rape and ONE rape between March 1996 
and November 1997 - the victims were all boys or young men. 


Smith lived in a fantasy world pre- 
tending to work for London Trans- 
port, often wearing a busman’s jacket 
and badges while he was, in fact, 
unemployed. The walls of his flat in 
Bermondsey were covered in post- 
ers and stickers of buses and there 
were posters in the window, but in- 
side the flat the floors were covered 


in dog mess. 

Smith haunted London soup kitch- 
ens and charity night shelters to pick 
up vulnerable boys and young men, 
pretending to be able to offer them 
work or shelter. 

One neighbour became increas- 
ingly concerned and started keeping 
adiary. On April 25th she made a 


note that at 6.00a.m. Smith left his 
flat with a little boy aged around ten 
years old. She could not see his face 
because it was covered with a green 
hooded top, but she noted that the boy 
was bent over and “walking funny”. 
She said that she had shouted after 
him: “What have you been doing 
with that little boy?” 

At the end of his trial the jury took 
just three and a half hours to decide 
on eleven serious sexual offences;

In just one year more than 7,000 women 
have opted for quickie ‘lunchtime’ abor- 
tions in Britain. The 10 minute abortions 
are offered by the Marie Stopes Interna- 
tional organisation. Health Minister Tessa 
Jowell said it trivialised abortion but the 
New Labour Government has decided to 
do nothing about these operations. 

Some of these abortions may have been 
for Irish women who are coming to Brit- 
ain in increasing numbers. According to 
the National Statistics Office last year 
over 5,000 Irish women travelled to Brit- 
ain for abortions, although the figure may 
be much higher as some Irish give Eng- 
lish addresses. 

However the situation is different in 
South Africa where many nurses and doc- 
tors refuse to become involved in such 
operations. In the modern Empangeni 
Hospital in northern KwaZulu-Natal only 
three out of three hundred nurses have 
agreed to take part in abortions. The hos- 
pital superintendent, Dr Leon van den 
Berg said: “Here in Zululand people are 
not keen on abortion. In a hospital like 
ours where all the nurses are black, no one 
wants to touch it with a barge pole. It goes 
against their culture”. The issue has united 
Afrikaners, Africans, Christian and Mus- 
lim groups in opposition to the ANC gov- 
ernment’s liberalisation of the abortion 
laws 
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The Flag is undergoing a technological revolution that 
will see us into the new Millennium, so I thought this 


would be an opportunity to explain the changes that are 
taking place and to ask for the help of readers for the 
next stage of this development. 

A couple of years ago The Flag was produced in a 
traditional method, each article was printed out onto a 
sheet of paper, was then cut up with scissors and hand 
pasted onto a large sheet of paper. When completed this 
was then photographed to make a negative from which 
a plate could be made. Items such as photographs had 
to be pasted in separately. 

Already the changes have been dramatic, the paste-up 
is now all done on the computer and the plates come 
direct from the computer. The next step which we are 
just starting is to link up initially two and then three 
powerful AppleMac computers so that the editorial work 
can be spread more widely. 

This will improve the quality of the newspaper and 
also allow us to increase its frequency but it will also be 
expensive and The Flag cannot afford this, so we are 
asking readers to help with this project. 

Over the past year sales of The Flag have increased 
dramatically, our aim is to continue and accelerate this 
process and the accompanying articles indicates how 
we are proposing to do this.

The 1998 Conference was a real working 
meeting with delegates from most regions 


attending the Conference in Derby. In-. 


stead of the usual rally it was much more 
of a discussion and working session. Tar- 
gets were set for branches of the party 
and for head office, while the overall strat- 
egy of the party was considered at some 
length. 

Of particular interest to readers will be 
the emphasis that is now being placed on 
building The Flag. A number of an- 
nouncements were made about ways in 
which the efficiency of the party is to be 
improved. This includes the production 
of a full training manual by the Branch 
Liaison department chairman Gary 
Needs. 

A number of other new initiatives were 
also launched by various departments.
